His announcement followed that 
of Stillman J. Stanard, state agri- 
culture director of Illinois that Lake 
county is among the 12 ^counties in 
which compulsory testing and 
slaughter of brucellosis -Infected 
cattle more than four, months old 
will be placed in effect 

The tests will be made by veter- 
inarians of the county under Jen- 
sen's direction. The blood .sam- 
ples will be sent to the state labor- 
atory and where infection . is found 
the animal will be slaughtered im- 
mediately. . . 

This county is practically brucel- 
losis free so far as dairy cattle are 
concerned because their tests have 
been made over the past five years 
In sample of milk. 

Counties where tests, will be 
made are Boone, Cook, DeKalb, 
Kendall, Lake, LaSalle, Livingston, 
Macon, McHenry. Stephenson, Ver- 
million and Winnebago.

An; Unfair Burden 

You may not have heard of a proposed federal 
law known as H.-R. 8108. But, if it passes, it will be 
of direct financial benefit to you. 

This bill was introduced by Representative 
Hiestand on June 13, and referred to the Committee 
on Post Office and Civil Service. Its principal pro- 
vision is set forth in these words: "The Postmaster 
General is authorized and directed to ascertain an- 
nually the cost of providing service for fourth-class 
matter subject to the zone rates established for parcel 
post. Such cost, whether covered by appropriations 
to the Post Office" Department or to other govern- 
mental departments or agencies, shall include all ex- 
penses and costs, direct and indirect of whatever 
character, ascertainable and chargeable under sound 
commercial accounting practices to the performance 
of the service. The, expenses and costs so ascertained 
shall include, but not be limited to, the reasonable 
value of space provided in Government-owned build- 
ings, and the use -of other properties and facilities, 
including depreciation, maintenance, and custodial 



costs, contributions by the Government to support 
the Civil Service Retirement and Disability Fund, 
and payments on account of injuries to employees and 
others." The Interstate Commerce Commission would 
review the Postmaster General's findings, and pre- 
scribe parcel post rates sufficient to meet the cost of 
providing the service. 

All Mr. Hiestand is proposing in this is that the 
people who use parcel post and receive the benefits of 
it pay for what they get — instead of depending on 
everylne else to pay a part of the cost through tax 
subsidies. As the Hoover Commission and other 
bodies have pointed out, parcel post has been sub- 
sidized during most of its life, and the deficit Is a big 
one. Here's a way to lift an unnecessary and unfair 
burden from the backs of all taxpayers.

Quiet Revolution 

"A quiet, economic revolution" has been taking 
place in the United States. And this revolution "Is 
the growth of a new kind of capitalism — a People's 
Capitalism." 

These reparks were recently made to the gradu- 
ating class of the University of Maryland by Presi- 
dent Keith Funston of the New York Stock Exchange. 
In this "People's Capitalism," men and women from 
every walk of life have begun to invest directly In 
the ownership of our great businesses. Today more 
than 8,500,000 people own shares in corporations. 
Two-thirds of them have incomes of less than $7,500 
a year — which is the perfect refutation of the old 
canard that stock ownership is the exclusive province 
of the rich. 

Then Mr, Funston went on to point, out that the 
significance of this is two-fold: "First, by encouraging 
greater shareownership — by giving people every- 
where the chance to participate more directly in the 
risks and rewards of our economy — we are proving 
the prepostorousness of the Marxist theory . . . that 
the rich will get richer while the poor become poorer 
.... (second) It is increasingly clear that the eco- 
nomic freedom running through our lives has a strong 
relationship to the other freedoms we enjoy." 

Actually, without economic freedom all the other 
freedoms would be doomed. They are all part of 
the same philosophy of life, and they will live or die 
together. That's why the communists are always de- 
nouncing this "People's Capitalism" of ours. If it 
ever falls, the road to world communism will bo 
straight and wide and easy.

"Atomic Fanfosies" 

Congressman James E. Van Zandt, who is a 
member of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
states that progress in coal preparation and utiliza- 
tion gives that fuel a cost advantage that will be 
"continually more difficult to overcome," regardless 
of advances made in producing electricity through the 
atom. He adds: "I believe that it will help to bring 
down to earth some of the atomic fantasies that have 
been painted in the sky by over-enthusiastic report- 
ers and the more credulous non-technical observers. 
True, we must hope for achievement of the maxi- 
mum potential in the peacetime use of the nuclear 
fission, yet to permit imagination to run rampant can 
be detrimental to the position of other fuels on which 
we and our succeeding generations must depend." 

The amount of coal needed to produce a given 
amount of electric power has steadily declined— 
which means that coal has become a more and more 
economical source of energy. In modern power 
plants, the cost of fuel is one of the lesser items of 
expense — it is, for instance, much less than taxes. 
And all the atom con do is to supplant or supplement 
some other fuel. So, if it costs absolutely nothing, 
the saving would not be great. 

The coal industry is a basic, irreplaceable essen- 
tial in our economy.

SECTION 2: Any person desir- 
ing to set such a fire shall make a 
written application for such permit 
addressed to' Fire Chief of Lake 
Villa, which application for permit 
shall state the location where such 
fire is to be set, the approximate 
size of the area to be burned over, 
and the number of persons who will 
be in charge of said proposed fire 
to guard against its getting out of 
control. Such application shall fur- 
ther, state that the applicant will be

Motorists Advised Against 
Leaving Valuables in Car, 
Even During Short Absence 



Only a thin sheet of breakable 
glass guards valuables left in a 
locked automobile, the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club warned today. 

A person who would never leave 
home without locking his doors 
and windows may be more lax 
when it comes to safeguarding his 
automobile and its contents. 

A quick dash into a store for a 
pack of cigarets provides a watch- 
ing thief with ample time to loot 
the unlocked car of its valuables. 

Unlike houses, car windows are 
not curtained, and valuables left on 
scats present a natural showcase 
for would-be thieves. 

Keeping the car locked is one 
way to prevent looting, but an 
even better way is never to leave 
any valuables in the car. 

If valuables must be carried in 
the car, motorists are advised to 
keep a list of serial numbers, or 
put a personal identification mark 
on them. Also, they should keep 
them out of sight, locked in the 
glove compartment or trunk. 

Naturally, most looting takes 
place after dark. Motorists on long 
trips may lose a few minutes by 
removing valuables from their cars 
at night, but the resulting feeling 
of security is well worth the ef- 
fort. 

Carelessness can end a long- 
planned vacation with heartache. 
Another precaution for motorists is 
a short-term baggage insurance 
policy. Reimbursement could cut 
the sting of a baggage loss. 

The Club pointed out that more 
out-of-town and out-of-state cars 
are looted than are local cars, and 
thefts occur more frequently over 
the weekends than on other days.

N.I.U. Professor Gets 

Grant to Study Mites 



DeKalb, III. — Dr. Charles J. 
Rohde, associate professor of bio- 
ogical sciences at Northern Illinois 
University, has been awarded a 
grant of $9,836 by the National In- 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases to carry on a two-year 
study of mites. 

Dr. Rohde will study the mites, 
tiny arthropods that live in the 
soil, in his laboratory on the North- 
ern campus. His research program 
will be concerned with the embry- 
onic, post-embryonic, and adult 
growth of two species of mites. He 
will also study the histogenesis and 
cyclical activity of the male and fe- 
male primary sex organs as related 
to their reproductive activity. 

The Northern biologist spent the 
academic year of 1955-56 at the Oak 
Ridge Laboratory, where he studied 
the effects of radioactivity on 
mites. From his research findings, 
he submitted a proposal to the Di- 
vision of Research Grants of the 
Nationally Institute of Health for 
examination. The National Insti- 
tute of Allergy and Infectious Dis- 
eases then decided to support his 
study for two years,
